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Joint Committee of the B.M.A. and the T.U.C. 


An important development was reported in the Proceedings 
of Council, which appeared in the Supplement of January 
30 (p. 49). The Council of the Association has agreed 


.with the General Council of the Trades Union Congress 


to set up a joint committee on medical questions. Its 
terms of reference will be as wide as possible, each side 
eing free to bring forward for the consideration of the 
committee (which will be purely advisory in character) 
any relevant question upon which it desires its advice. 
The autonomy of the Association and of the General 
Council of the T.U.C. will be in no way impaired, though 
each will naturally seek the views of the joint committee 
on questions of mutual interest. It is likely to consider 
such general questions as the provision of a _ general 
medical service, contractual arrangements between doctors 
and workmen, the development of industrial medicine, 
and specific questions as they arise. The joint committce 
will further provide, either directly or through a sub- 
committee, arbitration machinery in industrial disputes. 
It will consist of seven representatives from each side, 
and the first meeting will take place on Thursday, February 
25, at B.M.A. House. It is believed that a ready inter- 
change of views between the medical profession and trade 
unionists can only result in mutual good in the public 


interest. 
Clearing House for London Voluntary Hospital Cases 


The Voluntary Hospitals Committee of the County of 
London is considering a proposal for the establishment 
of a central office to facilitate the admission to voluntary 
hospitals of emergency and acute cases. The office would 
be able immediately to tell a practitioner who is in urgent 
need of a bed for a patient where to send his patient, 
and to warn the hospital of the arrival of the patient. 
Of the ninety-four hospitals which have replied to a 
circular inviting opinions on the scheme sixty-one have 
expressed their willingness to co-operate if the scheme 
should be established, and three have expressed their 
dissent. 

Investigation of Proprietary Preparations 

At a recent meeting of the conference of representatives 
of the Science Committee of the Association and repre- 
sentatives of the Pharmaceutical Society further considera- 
tion was given to the possibility of setting up machinery 
for the investigation of those proprietary preparations 
which are advertised to the medical profession. The con- 
ference received an interim report on two trial investiga- 
tions—of the ovarian extracts and of local anaesthetics— 
which it instituted some months ago. The feasibility of 
investigating the whole class of proprietary remedies under 
consideration, and of publishing a list of approved 
products for the guidance of the doctor and of the 
rharmacist, is still uncertain, but it is hoped that when 
the present experiments have been completed it will be 
possible to devise a practicable scheme. 


Public Medical Service in West Norfolk 


At a meeting of medical practitioners recently con- 
vened at King’s Lynn by the West Norfolk Division of 
the Association it was unanimously decided to establish 
a public medical service fcr the area of the Division. 


Dr. Leonard Kidd has resigned from the post of 
medical superintendent of the Fermanagh County Hos- 
pital, which he has held for forty years. 


THE MEDICAL SECRETARY’S VISIT 
TO INDIA 


The following notes, dated January 11 and 18, have been 
received by air mail from Madras and Caicutia. In them 
Dr. G. C. Anderson gives a brief account of part of his 
visit to India, 1936-7. 

These few notes of my experiences since leaving Eng- 
land on November 26 may be of interest to those members 
who are aware of the fact that the Council of the Asso- 
ciation has sent me on a mission of inquiry to India. 
After an uneventful sea trip from Marseilles to Bombay 
my wife and I arrived at the Gateway to India some 
hours late on the morning of Friday, December 11. 
Although the boat arrived at the early hour of 6.45 a.m., 
representatives of the Council of the Bombay branch, 
headed by Major S. K. Engineer, president of the Branch, 
Dr. B. B. Yodh, honorary secretary, and Mr. V. L. Parmar, 
representative at the Annual Meeting at Oxford, welcomed 
us outside our cabin door. From that moment until the 
present I have had little respite. I have travelled thou- 
sands of miles, addressed numerous meetings, talked with 
Governors, Commissioners, and Administrators, as well as 
medical men and women in all branches of medical work. 
I have visited hospitals, medical schools, welfare centres, 
and other places of medical interest, and I have taken 
every opportunity afforded me to become acquainted with 
the problems of medical practice and organization in this 
vast country. Everywhere I have met with the greatest 
cordiality and kindness, and every effort has been made 
to enable me to study the problem which the Council 


instructed me to investigate. 


In Bombay and Delhi 


In Bombay I was shown the more important medical 
institutions: the J.J. Hospital, by Lieut.-Colonel S. S. 
Vazifdar, I.M.S.; Bai Motlibai Hospital, by Lieut.-Colonel 
W. C. Spackman, I.M.S.; the Grant Medical College, by 
Lieut.-Colonel S. L. Bhatia, I.M.S; Nowresji Wadia 
Maternity Hospital, by Sir Mangaldas V. Mehta; K.E.M. 
Hospital and Seth G.S.M. College, by Dr. Jivraj N. Mehta; 
Jerbai Wadia Hospital for Children, by Dr. R. N. Cooper ; 
E.G. Hospital, by the Surgeon-General of Bombay, Major- 
General E. W. C. Bradfield. At a number of these institu- 
tions an opportunity was afforded me to discuss many 
problems with the medical men associated with them. 
I addressed the profession of Bombay in the Grant Medi- 
cal College on the purport cf my visit, and was entertained 
to lunch by the Council of the Bombay Branch and, 
on another occasion, by the Bombay Medical Associa- 
tion North, with the president, Dr. M. S. Batliwalla, in 
the chair. The numerous interviews I had with medical 
men while I was in Bombay were of the greatest interest 
and value to me. 

We left Bombay on the evening of Tuesday, December 
15, for Delhi, which we reached next day at 10.30 p.m. 
Dethi, the town of many dynasties, to which so much 
stormy history is attached, can boast a new and up-to-date 
hospital with a modern air-conditioning plant. This 
institution—the Irwin Hespital—is administered by Lieut.- 
Colonel W. C. Paton, I.M.S., who was my “ guide, 
philosopher, and friend” during our short stay in Delhi. 
I addressed a representative gathering of the medical pro- 
fession and called upon a number of medical men practising 
in the city, as I was anxious to see for myself the conditions 
under which the independent medical practitioners carried 
on their work. I visited a municipal dispensary in the 
city, where an enormous number of patients are seen daily. 
Through the kindness of Lieut.-Colonel P. J. Ryan, 
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R.A.M.C., [ saw the British Military Hospital at the 
Cantonment, situated a few miles outside Delhi, thus 
seeing another aspect of medical life in India. 


Peshawar and Lahore 


We left Delhi on Saturday, December 19, for Rawal- 
pindi, where we were met by Lieut.-Colonel Puri, I.M.S., 
civil surgeon, who had arranged a tea party, so that I 
might have an opportunity of meeting a number of 
medical men in Governmental service, chief of whom 
was Colonel W. H. Hamilton, I1.M.S., the D.D.M.S. of 
the Northern Command. The same evening I addressed 
the medical practitioners of Rawalpindi, and as this was 
followed by a discussion I had a most interesting and 
instructive evening. We entrained again at 11.15 the 
same night, and reached Peshawar at 6 a.m. next (a very 
cold and frosty) morning. Our stay in Peshawar was 
short—barely two days—but during that time I established 
contact with all branches of medical work there. I visited 
the Indian Military Hospital and met many of the 
R.A.M.C. and I.M.S., an unusual number of whom were 
present in the district because of frontier trouble. Brevet 
Colonel H. Hay Thorburn, I.M.S., Inspector-General of 
Civil Hospitals, had been good enough to arrange a meet- 
ing of the practitioners of Peshawar, at which I explained 
the purpose of my visit. There was a most useful dis- 
cussion after this meeting, and finally a decision was taken 
to form in the future a North-West Frontier Branch of 
the B.M.A. The civil surgeon, Major Ledger, I.M.S., 
motored us up to the Khyber Pass, and from the top 
we looked into Afghanistan. 

Our visit to Peshawar ended on Tuesday evening at 
6 p.m., and we arrived at Lahore at 8 a.m. the following 
morning, where we were met by Dr. J. Cairns, president 
of the Punjab Branch, and Dr. N. R. Dharmarvir, the 
honorary secretary. We spent the next six days in Lahore, 
except for a brief visit to Amritsar, which is about one 
hour's journey by rail. My time was very fully occupied, 
and every opportunity was afforded me of discussing 
medical affairs with representatives of all classes of practi- 
tioners. Dr. Gopal Singh Chawla, an independent medical 
practitioner, Dr. Dharmarvir, and Dr. Cairns kept me 
busy. I addressed the members of the profession and a 
discussion followed. I visited hospitals, public and 
private, and [I interviewed practitioners at their rooms 
and in Dr. Cairns’s house, where my wife and I were 
guests during our stay in Lahore. Dr. Cairns is chief 
medical officer of a large district, and consequently I was 
able to learn a good deal about the service for which he 
is responsible. Notwithstanding the fact that I was in 
Lahore during Christmas, my time there was fully 
occupied. The evening before we left Lieut.-Colonel P. B. 
Barucha, I.M.S., principal, King Edward Medical College, 
arranged a dinner in our honour in the College Hall. A 
member of the Association in Amritsar, Dr. Sohan Singh, 
was my guide in that town, where I visited the Medical 
School, the Golden Temple, and other places of interest 
Here again I met a number of the local profession and 
learnt more of their difficulties. On the way to Agra I 
Visited Ludhiana, and through the courtesy of Dame Edith 
Brown was shown over the Women’s Christian Medical 
College arel Hospital, where women medical students are 
trained. 

Conference of Licentiates at Agra 


On arrival at Agra on Wednesday, December 30, we 
Were met at the station by Dr. T. S. Shukla and Dr. D. D. 
Bhargava, who conveyed an invitation for me to attend 
the opening session of the All-India Licentiates Medical 


Association, which was being held that day in the 
Medical School at Agra. I was privileged to listen to 
an address given by Dr. S. L. Sharma, the chairman of 
the Reception Committee of the twenty-eighth conference. 
Thus at first hand I was able to ascertain what [ 
believe to be the collective view of the licentiates in India. 
After the meeting I had the good fortune to meet five 
of the practitioners of Agra, and learned in greater detail 
about many of the problems to which reference had been 
made in Dr. Sharma’s speech. Later in the evening, as 
there was a full moon, my wife and I visited the Taj 
Mahal, having been advised that this was the ideal time 
at which to see it. To other places of historic importance 
we were able to pay only a fleeting visit. 

The following day we entrained again, our next stop- 
ping place being Nagpur, which we reached on January 1. 
Major R. F. W. K. Allen, the civil surgeon in Nagpur, 
was my guide in that city, and he arranged a meeting of 
the medical profession in order that I might hear their 
point of view. I had various discussions with the repre- 
sentatives present, and altogether spent a most useful time 
in the only place in the Central Provinces which I was 
to have an opportunity of visiting. I saw the hospital 
and medical school there, and talked with a number of 
medical men. On Monday, January 3, we arrived at 
Hyderabad, where I was met on the station platform by 
Dr. C. F. Chenoy, the president of the Branch, Dr. K. V. 
Nayak, the honorary secretary, and Lieut.-Colonel 
R. F. D. MacGregor, the residency surgeon, and other 
members of the Branch Council. Conditions are not quite 
the same in Hyderabad, which is a State, as in other 
places I had visited, but I spent a most instructive, 
pleasant, and busy six days in learning about the prob- 
lems which confront the medical profession and com- 
munity here and also in Secunderabad. I visited the 
following hospitals: the British Military, under the com- 
mand of Lieut.-Colonel H. L. Howell, R.A.M.C. (and in 
going round was happy to meet Captain W. M. Oxley, 
R.A.M.C., the son of that good friend to the Association, 
Dr. W. H. F. Oxley of Poplar); the Indian Military Hos- 
pital, under the command of Lieut.-Colonel E. A. Penny, 
I.M.S.; the King Edward Memorial Hospital, under the 
care of Lieut.-Colonel R. F. D. MacGregor ; the Osmania 
Hospital, in charge of Colonel J. Norman Walker, I.M.S. 
(ret.), director of public health services in Hyderabad. 
In this way I met the majority of medical men on the 
stafis of the various hospitals and saw the conditions 
under which they worked. I had personal interviews with 
Government officers in the State service and with in- 
dependent medical practitioners, and I think I may safely 
say that my time was most usefully spent in that city. 
I received great kindness from everyone, not only from 
members of the medical profession, but also from the 
Government itself, through the Finance Minister, Sir 
Akbar Hydari. I was shown the great improvements 
which had been effected in the housing conditions in that 
city, and was fortunate in being shown these by the prime 
mover, Sir Nizamat Jung. During the time we were in 
Hyderabad the Indian Science Congress was in session, 
and I was privileged to attend a few of the functions. 
We left Hyderabad on Sunday the 10th, and arrived at 
Madras on the evening of the following day. 

There is very little time for sightseeing, as there are 
social functions to be attended, such as luncheons, dinners, 
and garden parties, where I can meet medical men and 
discuss their problems. Visitors to India are overwhelmed 
with invitations of all kinds. My wife tells me she 1s 
learning something every day. She has been taken to 
hospitals, Zenana hospitals, schools, welfare centres, 
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rescue homes, and clinics, and to see weaving and carpet 
making. Indian ladies have welcomed her to their homes, 
and she has had many informative conversations with 
them. There is not much chance of any idle time, because 
a surprising amount of correspondence has to be dealt 
with at every place, and this usually occupies every spare 
minute. One thing I may mention: we have received 
almost constant attention from mosquitos ; evidently they 
are able to spot newcomers. 


PROBLEMS IN PRACTICE 


(These columns are devoted to matters of general interest . 


on which individual members have sought the advice of 
the Head Office of the British Medical Association) 


. Professional Secrecy : Examination and Consent 


The general principle which should guide a medical 
practitioner is that he should not, without his patient's 
consent, voluntarily disclose information that he has 
obtained from the patient in the exercise of his pro- 
fessional duties. It is essential that for the proper render- 
ing of professional services there should be established 
a relationship of complete confidence between one who 
receives and one who renders the service. 

Gossip by practitioners respecting the cases under their 
care should rigorously be avoided. A medical practi- 
tioner must not discuss the ailments of his patient with 
a third party without the patient’s consent, and he must 
keep silent concerning anything that he has seen or heard 
which it would be improper to divulge. If a third party 
requests information as to the nature of a patient’s illness 
the inquirer should be referred to the patient's friends. 

It has been urged from time to time that doctors should 
volunteer information which would lead to the discovery 
of a crime, such as the procuring of abortion. Any such 
suggestion should be strenuously resisted, in the belief 
that nothing should be done to prevent anyone who is ill 
from consulting a doctor in the fullest confidence that 
his secret, even if it be that he has been concerned in 
the commission of a crime, will not be reported to the 
authorities. If the doctor suspects that a crime has been 
committed—for example, if he suspects that a husband 
is being poisoned by his wife, or vice versa—he should 
either insist upon a consultation with another practitioner 
at the bedside, get the patient as soon as possible removed 
to a hospital, or confidentially state his suspicions to some 
professional friend, preferably one holding some official 
position in the neighbourhood, or to the Medical Secretary 
of the British Medical Association, in order that the 
responsibility for any divulgement may be shared. Im- 
portant facts in such cases can often be learned by 
chemical examination of vomit, urine, and faeces, and 
such examination should never be omitted. Cases of this 
sort are, of course, very rare, but if and when they do 
arise the practitioner will be well advised to follow sug- 
gestions given here. 

The maintenance of professional confidence is essential 
in the public interest, but it is when the evidence which 

.a doctor may be called upon to give in a court of law 
is considered that difficulties are encountered. There is 
no privilege allowed in English courts of law respecting 
the communications made by a patient to his medical 
attendant, such, for example, as that conceded to those 
from client to solicitor ; but a medical practitioner should 
always preserve the secrets which have been entrusted to 


him in his professional capacity, and should, except with 
his patient’s consent, answer questions only at the express 
direction of the judge. Unless his patient agrees the 
doctor should not answer questions put to him, before his 
appearance in a court of law, by policeman, solicitor, or 
other person (or in Scotland in “ precognition ”), and even 
when he has his patient’s consent he shouid take care to 
see that his patient understands what may be the effect 
of the information he is asked to give. 

A medical man may be asked when in the witness-box 
to reveal matters which he has learned in the course of 
his attendance upon a patient, and which he rightly 
regards as professional secrets. The court will not allow 
him to plead this reason for refusing to answer, and his 
proper course should be to object to tell his patient’s 
secrets and to appeal to the judge. The judge will not 
direct him to answer unless he believes it necessary in 
the interests of justice. If a judge directs that the doctor 
must tell what he knows, and if the doctor refuses, he 
is liable to be found guilty of contempt of court and 
punished -accordingly. A refusal to obey the order of 
the judge in this connexion can be justified only in very 
exceptional circumstances, and as a general rule a medical 
witness would be well advised to obey the order of the 
judge. It must of course be realized that there may be 
circumstances in which a medical witness would be acting 
in accordance with the highest principles of medical ethics 
by refusing to obey the judge and taking the consequences, 
but this serious step should only be taken after consulta- 
tion with those who are competent to advise. 


INSURANCE MEDICAL SERVICE 
WEEK BY WEEK 


* Pregnancy ” Following Confinement 


It would seem unnecessary to point out that it is mis- 
leading and improper to: enter “ pregnancy” as the in- 
capacitating condition on a certificate covering incapacity 
after confinement, but there are recorded cases where this 
has been done, surprising though this may appear. What 
perhaps is a littke more surprising is that arguments have 
been seriously put forward before a Medical Service Sub- 
committee to the effect that confinement and post-confine- 
ment conditions were a sequel to pregnancy, and that this 
was a correct description of the disabling condition. In 
the following extract from the minutes of the Medical 
Service Subcommittee for a county area the practitioner 
die not seek to justify the action of his assistant, and the 
subcommittee was content to find that the assistant had 
shown carelessness in certification and had committed a 
breach of the medical certification rules. 


The subcommittee considered a complaint by an approved 
society that one of its members had informed the society 
sick visitor that she went to Dr. E. to get a bottle of 
medicine, and that his assistant, Dr. W., gave her an inter- 
mediate certificate on Form M.D.40, certifying that he had 
examined her on August 5, 1936, and that in his opinion 
she remained incapable of work up to and including that 
day by reason of pregnancy. The member was confined 
on June 30, 1936. The society’s view of the matter was 
that the certificate was given without examination. The 
respondent, Dr. E., who did not attend before the subcom- 
mittee, wrote stating this happened while he was on holiday. 


He admitted that the member was confined on June 30, a— 


fact which was known to them, as she received attention 
in the maternity home while resident there. She came to 
the surgery on August 5, and appeared to Dr. W. to be 
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incapable of work, as she was suffering from haemorrhoids 
and constipation and general debility following her con- 
finement. Dr. W. examined her and gave her a certificate. 
Unfortunately he had referred to her record card, and 
evidently had this in mind when he wrote the word 
“pregnancy” in the certificate. He (Dr. E.) could offer 
no excuse, except that he was away at the time and Dr. W. 
was consequently very busy. Obviously the society's sick 
visitor would know that it was a mistake, and if the society 
had drawn his or Dr. W.’s attention to the mistake it would 
have been rectified. The secretary of the society attended 
befcre the subcommittee and said the sick visitor reported 
the matter on August 21, and that the certificate complained 
of was the first certificate received after the confinement. 


As the principal is responsible for the acts and omis- 
sions of his assistant the Medical Service Subcommittee 
found it was unable to do other than recommend that 
the respondent practitioner should be censured and 
warned against any future similar breach of his Terms 


of Service. 
Absence from Practice 


An Insurance Committee was informed on October 12, 
1936, by the assistant in a practice that his principal had 
been absent from practice about four weeks, that he had 
an operation on October 6, and that it would be approxi- 
mately a further three weeks before he could resume 
practice. The assistant stated that he was carrying on 
the practice. A communication was sent to the principal 
that as his list was beyond the limit allowed to a practi- 
tioner carrying on practice single-handed he should engage 
a locumtenent at once. No reply was received from him, 
and the matter was referred to the Panel Committee. 


The secretary of the Panel Committee reported that his 
committee had considered this matter, and was of opinion 
that the practitioner should be informed at once that he 
should engage a locumtenent or assistant during his 
absence, and that failing such an appointment within a 
very short time he should be notified that his list must 
be reduced. It was not necessary in this case to take 
any further action, as the doctor had engaged a locum- 
tenent and had since resumed practice. The case is worth 
noting because a practitioner does not always realize that 
in such circumstances if he (or the assistant) is absent 
a locumtenent must be appointed. Committees, of course, 
do not expect this requirement to be unreasonably 
observed—in London, for instance, cases arising during 
the holiday period from May to September are exempted. 


Medical Services in Connexion with Teeth Extraction 


A report of a decision of the Minister on appeal recently 
appeared in these notes under the heading “A Decision 
which Decides Nothing.” It-may be remembered that a 
doctor was called up late at night to arrest haemorrhage 
of the gums following extraction of teeth, the dentist not 
being available. The appeal was allowed on a technical 
point of procedure, the Minister indicating that no 
decision was in fact being given on the actual question 
which was raised as to whether the service fell within 
the practitioner’s insurance contract. In a report of the 
case presented to the London Insurance Committee on 
January 28 the representations which were made in the 
course of the appeal are set out at length. The following 
extracts from the representations made by the practitioner 
are reproduced as giving some indication of his grounds 
of appeal: 

In the report of the Medical Service Subcommittee as 
adopted by the London Insurance Committee the committee 
States that its function is to administer the Terms of Service 
as they are and not as they are thought to be or as the 


practitioner would wish them to be. It is on this assumption 
that the committee, as stated in the report, took the short cut 
to find against me. It is the object of this appeal to find 
out definitely what the Terms of Service are in respect of 
dental work, and to remove an ambiguous position which has 
existed for over twenty years. ... Finally, the report has 
failed to take note of the practical suggestion that these 
apparently involved cases should be dealt with in a similar - 
way to the now well-established routine adopted in emergency 
cases occurring on other doctors’ lists... . There is a fairly 
unanimous desire amongst the body of insurance practitioners 


- for an equitable solution of these irksome cases, and they 


would thus desire to see the Terms of Service in this respect 
more clearly laid down. : 

The Insurance Committee has decided that the question 
shall now be referred under the formal procedure to the 
Local Medical Committee. 


Appeal Against Decision of London Insurance Committee 


The following is a copy of the report made to the 
Minister of Health by persons appointed to hear the 
appeal of Dr. Z. against a decision of the London Insur- 
ance Committee that in respect of the attendance and 
treatment given by him to Miss G., an insured person on 
his list, there was a breach of the terms of service of 
insurance practitioners. 


Mr. Gilbert, clerk to the Insurance Committee, presented 
the case on the committee’s behalf, and Dr. Z. was repre- 
sented by counsel (Mr. Murphy, instructed by Messrs. 
Le Brasseur and Oakley). On behalf of the Insurance Com- 
mittee evidence was given by Miss G. herself, Miss B. (niece) 
Mrs. B. (sister), and Mrs. A. G. (sister-in-law). For the 
appellant Dr. Z. himself was the sole witness. 


EVIDENCE FOR THE INSURANCE COMMITTEE 


Miss G. told us that on Friday, January 24, 1936, while at 
work, she began to suffer from sore throat. She saw the 
works’ nurse, who advised her to see her doctor. She accord- 
ingly left work and went home about midday, and in the 
evening visited the doctor at his surgery. He examined her 
throat, told her to go to bed, and said he would visit her on 
the following Sunday. On Sunday her throat was worse, and 
as the doctor had not yet called she, between 5 and 6 p.m., 
sent her niece to telephone for him. The doctor called at 
9 o'clock, took her temperature, and examined her throat. 
He said that there were “three nasty spots,’ and told her to 
keep to her bed for a week and then report to him. There- 
after her throat continued to get worse, and on the evening 
of Tuesday, January 28, she told her sister to call upon the 
doctor and tell him she was “no better.” Her sister brought 
back a mixture and a gargle. By Thursday. January 30, 
although the throat was still bad, she was a bit better in herself. 
On the following day (Friday) she got out of bed about 
midday in preparation for a visit to the doctor on the 
Saturday. On Saturday morning (February 1) she visited 
the doctor and told him her throat was still bad. He did not 
examine her throat, but gave her medicine and a certificate. 
The same evening she went back to bed, as she did not feel 
so well. The following day (Sunday) she was unable to take 
any breakfast as she could not swallow, and she kept to bed, 
where she remained till the following Thursday (February 6). 
On that day her throat was so painful that she could not 
swallow: even milk or water, and in the evening she sent for 
the doctor, who came at 7.30 and told her that there was 
an abscess, but that it was not yet ready to lance and he 
would come and lance it at 9 o'clock next morning. Next 
day (Friday), as the doctor had not arrived by 12.45 p.m., 
she asked her sister-in-law to telephone him, and he came at 
1.45. He suggested that she should go by ambulance to 
the M. Hospital, but she preferred to go by taxi to the 
H. Hospital, and the doctor accordingly gave her a note. 
She went to the hospital, where she was given hot gargles, and 
the abscess burst the same night. She remained in hospital 
till the following Thursday (February 13), and, on leaving, 
was advised to see her doctor in a few days. As, however, 
she already had a hospital certificate to give to her approved 
society she did not think it necessary to visit Dr. Z. until 
Saturday of the following week (February 22). She arrived 
at the surgery about 12.50 p.m., and waited till 2.15 without 
seeing the doctor. Neither Mrs. Z. nor the maid could say 
when the doctor would return. The same evening, about 
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6.50, she called again at the surgery and waited about an hour 
without success. Mrs. Z. suggested that she might come again 
on Sunday morning, but she did not wish to do so, and 
instead, called again on Monday morning at 9 o'clock. On 
this occasion the doctor made no examination, but gave her 
a certificate. The following day (Tuesday, February 25) she 
called on the doctor and received a final certificate. 

Miss B. said that on the evening of Sunday, January 26, 
‘she telephoned to the doctor's surgery giving the message 
’ that her aunt had expected the doctor all day. She was told 
that the doctor was out, and possibly on his way to visit 
Miss G., but if not, he would be told when he came in. 

Mrs. B. told us she lives in the flat above her sister. On 
the evening of Sunday, January 26, the doctor called upon 
her sister, but she herself was not present at the interview. 
On the evening of ‘the following Tuesday she went to the 
doctor’s surgery with a message to the effect that Miss G.’s 
throat was not improving, and that she was worried about the 
spots. The doctor gave her a prescription for medicine and 
gargle, and said that if Miss G. was not able to come to him 
at the end of the week he would visit. On the evening of 
Thursday in the following week (February 6) she went to the 
doctor and told him that her sister was choking. The doctor 
visited the same evening. Next morning she prepared hot 
water, etc., in the belief that the doctor was coming to lance 
Miss G.’s throat. Mrs. A. G. said she lives next door. About 
12.45 p.m. on Friday, February 7, she telephoned for the 
doctor and was told that he was not at home, but would call 
as soon as he came in. 

PRACTITIONER'S EVIDENCE 


Dr. Z. gave evidence to the following effect. On the even- 
ing of Friday, January 24, he saw Miss G. at his surgery and 
examined her. Her temperature was 100° F. and there was 
some congestion of the pharynx. He advised her to go to 
bed, and said he would call and see her on the following 
Sunday. On Sunday evening he accordingly visited Miss G., 
and did so without being aware that a telephone message had 
been sent him. He chose the evening for his visit for the 
specific purpose of ascertaining the evening temperature, which 
is his regular custom in all cases of mild illness with pyrexia. 
He found the temperature normal and the throat considerably 
better. He advised Miss G. to stay in bed till Tuesday and 
go to see him on Thursday. On the evening of Tuesday, 
January 28, a messenger called at his surgery from Miss G., 
and he gave prescriptions for medicine and gargle. On Satur- 
day, February 1, Miss G. herself called to see him at the 
surgery. He was not prepared to speak from memory as to 
the extent of his examination, but he certainly got the im- 
pression that the patient was practically all right, and needed 
only a little more time for convalescence. He did not know 
she had been in bed all the week, and, indeed, if he had been 
so informed he would have taken her severely to task for 
coming out so soon after leaving her bed. On the following 
Thursday (February 6) he was asked to visit the patient, and 
he did so. Her temperature was just under 101°, and there 
was slight peritonsillar swelling. He did not think there was 
any need for operative intervention. Even in the case of large 
quinsies he did not believe in operative measures unless the 
swelling is causing distress in breathing, etc., and he saw no 
such danger then. He promised to visit next day, but did not 
promise to lance the throat, nor did he promise definitely to 
call at 9 a.m., but said he would try to look in on his way to 
the surgery. On the Friday, however, he was engaged at the 
police court all the morning, and on returning home about 
midday he found that a telephone message had been received, 
and he at once went to Miss G.’s home. He found her in much 
the same condition as on the previous evening, and still did 
not think it necessary to suggest lancing. Miss G.. however, 
insisted that lancing was necessary, and as he could not agree 
he thought it best, in all the circumstances, to advise her 
going to hospital. Regarding Miss G.’s visits to his surgery 
on Saturday, February 22, when she failed to see him, he had 
no recollection now of the reason for his absence. He is, 
of course, detained occasionally by outside work, as all 
doctors are liable to be, but he has had no complaint from 
other patients on this score. 


FINDINGS OF PERSONS APPOINTED TO HEAR APPEAL 


On the evidence we are unable to accept the view of the 
Insurance Committee that Dr. Z. had failed in his duty to give 
medical attention to Miss G. It appears to us that both on 
Friday, January 24, and Sunday, January 26, Dr. Z. regarded 
Miss G.’s illness as very slight, and that on Sunday he con- 
sidered that she was better. It is not suggested that he under- 
took to visit again. Regarding Mrs. B.'s visit to the doctor's 
surgery on the evening of Tuesday, January 28, it is far from 
clear that the doctor was made to understand that Miss G. 


was in any way worse. Certainly he was not asked to visit 
her. Further, we had before us certain prescriptions issued 
by Dr. Z., and the fact that in the prescription given to Mrs. 
B. on the Tuesday the mixture that had previously been 
ordered for pyrexia was changed to one of a tonic nature 
suggests that Dr. Z. understood his patient to be recovering, 
except for a degree of sore throat. It is difficult to believe 
that a patient seriously ill would remain throughout a whole 
week without making any request for a visit, and would then 
leave her bed and go to the doctor. We can only conclude 
that whatever misunderstanding regarding instructions there 
may have been between Dr. Z. and his patient on the evening 
of Sunday, January 26, there is not sufficient evidence in 
respect of the first week of Miss G.’s illness to support a 
contention of negligence on the doctor's part. 

Coming now to the following week, Dr. Z. had seen his 
patient on Saturday, February 1, when she herself admits that 
she was better in herself, although her throat was still sore. 
She apparently made no suggestion to the doctor that she was 
too ill to be out. He heard no more from his patient until 
the evening of Thursday, February 6, when he was asked to 
visit and did so, and he visited again the following day, when, 
by agreement, Miss G. was taken to hospital. Regarding the 
contention that on no occasion did he visit Miss G. at her 
home until a specific request was made, we have Dr. Z.’s 
definite statement that in respect both of the visit on Sunday, 
January 26, and of that on Friday, February 7, he visited in 
accordance with his own previously stated intention and irre- 
spective of the fact that messages had been sent. There is 
nothing in the evidence to make us doubt the truth of this 
statement. Accordingly, we do not think it has been estab- 
lished that at any time throughout the illness Dr. Z. was 
guilty of negligence in his treatment of Miss G. 

We would now comment on the contention of the Insurance 
Committee that Dr. Z. had failed to make adequate arrange- 
ments for dealing with patients who called at his residence. 
Occasions undoubtedly occur in the experience of every prac- 
titioner when he himself is prevented by outside work from 
getting to his surgery at his appointed hour. It is, of course, 
his duty to take all reasonable steps to secure that necessary 
treatment is made available for his patients during his absence, 
but we think it would be unreasonable to expect that on every 
occasion of delay on reaching home for surgery hours a prac- 
titioner should provide a substitute. In the present instance 
there is no evidence to suggest that had Miss G. been in need 
of urgent medical attention steps would not have been taken 
by Mrs. Z. to make proper arrangements. As, however, 
Miss G. received a final certificate on the following Tuesday 
it seems clear that on the Saturday she could neither have 
been nor looked in need of urgent medical treatment; 
indeed, it appeared to us that the sole purpose of her visits 
that day was to obtain a medical certificate. Any incon- 
venience suffered by Miss G. is to be regretted, but we 
cannot find on this ground that Dr. Z. was guilty of neglect 
or committed a breach of the terms of service.
